It has been the estab- 
lished eye during the last seven 
years that they would so far as pos- 


sible renovate our school bgildings 
from one season to another. e 
have taken and followed out this idea 
w'th one building each year. Three 
years ago, with the horror of, the 
Cleveland disaster fresh in our minds, 
certain changes were made relating 
to fire escapes and all such matters, 
and a special committee of investiga- 
‘tion looked it over, and they report- 
ed certain conditions that came to 
their attention at the John Dove 
school, One was that the low grade 
pupils were in the higher part, and 
that the high grade pupils were in the 
lower part of that pullin This is 
a six-room building. oO great 
amount of money has been spent 
there. New sanitaries were put in a 
few years ago and are now in satis- 
factory condition as far as that goes. 
The walls need painting, the cenmngs 
need repair or to be built over. The 
floors are badly worn, some places 
in good condition, other places badly 
worn, and it is judged wise to put in 
new floors and new ceilings and 
paint inside, also to furnish adjust- 
able desks, and so renovate the build- 
in* as to not only make it a pleasure 
but make it creditable to the town. 
To do this we have secured estimates 
from reliable parties, have gone over 
the matter with the Superintendent 
of Schools, and have found that

John N. Cole: “The report of sae 
Committee on By-Laws has_ been 
prepared for about three weeks and 
has been in general circuldtion as 
copies could be procured at the town 
house since that time, so I think that 
it is mderstood by many of the citi- 
zens, os has been carefully consid-. 
ered ahd has the unanimous recom- 
mendation of your committee. While 
{ shall make a motion to —accept 
the report and adopt the By-Laws, I 
would not for_a moment have such 
a motion stop full discussion of any 
particular feature in them. There 
are two or three slight amendments 
that have been called to the atten- 
tion of the committee. In Article 2, 
Section 4, it reads, “The Selectmen 
shall cause to be distributed.’ That 
was taken from the old By-Laws 
without chang It might be con- 
strued to insfSt that the Selectmen 
really had to make distribution of the’ 
Town Reports. We would amend as 
follows: ‘that the Selectmen shall an- 
nually prepare for distribution among 
tax payers.’ 

“In Article 5, Section 8, one of our 
good friends suggests that most of 
us who had to do with this haven’t 
had any baby carriages on the streets 
for a number of years. This is in ref- 
erence to the use of baby carriages, 
carts, etc., on the street, but babies 
are no longer taken around as they 
were when the old By-Laws were 
framed. That is the way I was 
drawn, Now they push them, We 
would change this to ‘except chil- 
dren’s carriages, propelled by hand.’ 
Now, Mr. Moderator, there are no 
other suggestions that the committee 
desire to make. I move these as 
amendments to the report of the 
committee,” 

Mr. Eames: “One other amend- 
ment I would like to make. In Arti- 
cle 7, relating to junk dealers, would 
like to change ‘three inches’ to two 
inches, for three inches would cover 
whole wagon.” : 

F. G. Haynes: “I simply ask for in- 
formation, regarding the children’s 
carriages. I notice that there is a 
by-law. relating to everything from a 
wheelbarrow to a baby carriage, but 
not a word about automobiles. I 
wonder why somebody doesn’t call 
attention to this. Everybody knows 
they are the most dangerous things 
ever on the streets.” ‘ 

Mr. Cole: “I heartily agree with 
what the gentleman has said about 
the dangers from automobiles, but 
they cannot be controlled like baby 
carriages.

John W. Bell: “I supposed there 
was no question of public interest 
that had come more particularly be- 
fore the citizens of the town than the 
question of extension of the water- 
works. From its inception the ques- 
tion has been up every year, and the 
town under various votes has author- 
ized the Committee, the Board of 
Public Works, having the matter in 
charge, to extend the waterworks 
under certain limitations. First, that 
the extension should be put in where- 
ever such extension would pay four 
per cent on the outlay; then later as

have answered go alarms, covered 
212 miles, and not once has it failed 
to get to the fire and be the first to 
come back, As an illustration, here 
in this town, the Fire Department 
had call for a fire down at Mr. John 
Jenkins’ last winter with about two 
inches of snow on the ground that 
stalled the engine. Mr. John Flint 
took the fifemen in his automobile, 
went to the fire, extinguished it, and 
came back and met the department.” 
_ Moderator: “A motion to indefin- 
itely postpone is not in order.” 

Mr. Coleman: “I would amend that 
a committee of three be appointed 
by the Moderator to investigate and 
report at next annual meeting,” 

_ Mr. Burns: “I understood my mo- 
tion to indefinitely postpone was in 
order.”

Mr. Burns: “I think it would be 
well to pass the original article as in 
the Town Warrant. I understand 
this being in the Warrant, that it the 
way to get around it, then the amend- 
ment as offered by the preceding 
speaker will be in order.” 

Mr. Poor: “That is the meat, the 
substance and whole of Article 6, and 
all that is necessary.” 

Mr. Burns: “Isn’t this an amend- 
ment?”

Geo. W. Cann: “I move that we 
take up Article i ‘ 

Mr. Frost: “We have heard the 
arguments of those here today for 
extension of water, and T presume 
theirs is an admirable reason. Your 
first vote extended waterworks where 
there was a guaranty of four per cent, 
then changed to two per cent, and it 
has been admitted by one of your 
Water Board here on this floor today 
that they have not obeyed that in- 
junction save in intention. I have 
water in my house, and it looks mar- 
vellously selfish if some one lives 
such a distance from the centre of 
the town that he should be deprived 
of: water when Fam not, but we have 
got to consider the expense involved 
and money returned. We ‘have just 
voted to pay $800 interest on $20,000 
bonds, and now they come before us 
and propose that it be left absolutely 
to the discretion of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works whether they shall extend 
the water or not, and upon what con- 
ditions. I think it is time to call a 
halt in the extension of water to out- 
lying districts, and I trust that this 
matter will not be left entirely to the 
Board of Public Works, however 
honorable they may be, and I would 
not for one moment be recorded as 
reflecting anything upon them, Let 
them remember that we are back of 
them, and when they think that there 
is not a guarantee of two per cent 
on the outlay of money, it should not 
be thus expended. 

Mr. Bell: “This question of return 
that should be received for the ex- 
tension of water is one that on the 
first look seems to be just in the line 
of the last speaker, but when we re- 
flect that there are many, in fact, a 
yreat number in the town of Andover 
who are now deprived of water, I 
believe we should think of some- 
thing besides the money involved, 
don’t know how much it would have 
gone beyond Mr. Frost’s house if we 
had been held at four per cent, and 
that amount was placed as a return 
upon the waterworks as w: started 
them in the first place, taking up 
pumping stations and main line to 
put water into town: I think it is 
the part of wisdom that the limit was 
changed from four per cent to two 
per cent. Now that we have got to 
that limit, are we going to stop? 
There is no use of issuing $20,000 of 
bonds if we can’t go except where it 
will pay two per cent, because there 
is no place. Now we may say that a 
man will get up here and say ‘I will 
guarantee two per cent.’ That doesn’t 
amount to anything. It can’t be en- 
forced even. It is as simple a matter 
when the waterworks makes exten- 
sions, for any man on the line to get 
water, a» for any man in the centre 
of the tuwn. I believe that the Board 
of Public Works are as well able to 
judge how far we should gO as possi- 
bly any other five men in town. 
don’t mean to say that there aren't 
a dozen five men in town who can 
judge as well, but that this matter 
should be left with them, if you have 
confidence in the five men who are 
on the Board of Public Works. If 
you haven't, you ought to change 
them the first gppartantty you get.” 

Mr. Rogers: “I agree with the last 
speaker. I think we ought to let 
down the bars and give the people 
water. Now, Mr. Moderator, I think 
it will pay in the long run, because 
I have calls for outside property.

Now, I may be selfish, but among the 
first questions they ask is, is the water 
there, I think it would be well to 
extend water.” 

Mr. Clark: “I am entirely in sym- 

pathy with the Board of Public 
Works, as a citizen of the-town who 
has been privileged to enjoy the 
water during the years that we have 
had it here in the centre. When I 
place myself in the position of those 
other citizens who are deprived, I am 
with them. I believe the time is now 
tipe for this project to be granted as 
far as legitimate in the opinion of the 
Board of Public Works. I believe 
thoroughly in their judgment. When 
the bars were let down from four per 
cent to two per cent, it was made 
then upon my motion and with the 
idea that it ought not to be longer 
kept from many of the people in 
town owing to their location. They 
should not be deprived of any more 
than is absolutely necessary of’ the 
privileges which we have in the 
centre, but so far as in our power I 
believe we ought to extend the water 
system, and extend it now.” 
_ Mr. Jenkins: “What a misfortune it 
is to live a little beyond the centre of 
the town! The man on the outskirts 
is called upon to pay his taxes and 
he has been paying them. What is 
the use of getting the Fire Depart- 
ment into the outskirts if there is no 
water? We believe in going mod- 
erately, but let us not be narrow or 
unjust. On my old homestead, where 
my brother lives, there are three 
wells, and last summer no water in 
any of them. Think of it a moment. 
Every farmer pays his taxes on every 
dollar he is worth. He hasn’t got 
stocks and bonds laid away, the aver- 
age farmer hasn’t, Let us give them 
this water, reasonably, properly and 
immediately.” 

Mr. Cole: “I am delighted, Mr. 
Moderator, to see so many people 
rising and calling attention to the 
original motions that they have made 
on this question of water extension. 
Possibly I can insist that I am the 
only one who has had it in print for 
the last six years, and I want to say 
to our clerical friend who lives in 
the same farming district with me, 
that there is possible hope carried for 
him in those other conversions, for 
‘while the lamp holds out to burn, 
the vilest sinner may return.’ Mr. 
Moderator, these special articles will 
keep coming in here. The reports 
from every town are that the bars are 
being let down more and more, be- 
ginnine as we begun, by insisting on 
return on money invested. any 
have had rules overthrown by town 
meeting action until they have not 
known where they were any more 
than we do. Today orasticalty one- 
third of the towns in the state go en- 
tirely free so far as a guarantee is 
‘required for the extension of water. 

“The whole theory of public ser- 
vice should be placed upon an en- 
tirely different foundation from that 
which is assumed in this policy of a 
definite guaranteed return in dollars 
and cents, No other department of 
our public service is upon such a 
basis. If it were, there never would 
have been the extension of our public 
school system in Andover to many 
localities where od schooling is 
f enjoyed. If it were, our high- 
ways improvements would be con- 
fined largely to the centre of the 
town. If it were, most of the money 
expended in Ballardvale would no 
longer go there. A broader view of 
what public service is for a com- 
munity has made of all these depart- 
ments a universal benefit to the en- 
tire community, and that is the next 
step ahead for this very important 
service of water supply. But if it 
were a question of dollars and cents, 
there is much in favor of extension 
along that line, for as already sug- 
gested by my friend, Mr. Rogers, 
property values will largely increase 
and returns from taxation will be 
much larger where the property is 
served by our town water supply. 
hope this motion will prevail and that 
we will establish a policy here today 
that will leave to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, not only the expenditure 
of such monev as we may raise like 
‘he present appropriation of $20,000, 
but the further duty of wisely using 
that money in the extension of the 
vater system as rapidly as possible 
to all sections of the town. With 
this policy established, we may feel 
sure that the coming year will find 
manv places that have suffered much 
during the past season, finding imme- 
diate relief.” 

Mr. Poor: “I am heartily in favor 
of rescinding this vote but it is not 
clear legislation. Let us divide the 
motion so as to first rescind the two 
per cent, and after vote the authority.” 

Mr. Cole: “I second the amend- 
ment.” 

Mr. Poor: “Assuming that the mo- 
tion has been made to vote affirma- 
tively on this article, I would like to 
have the motion divided and vote in 
the first place that we will rescind 
two per cent requirement, and then 
take up the other and see if we will 


vote to authorize the Water Com- 
mission to extend the work. No 
doubt we will.” —Voted.

Mr. Cole: “We have already estab- 
lished a pretty emphatic precedent 
along this line. West Parish has on 
several occasions secured just such 
special appropriation and for roads 
that were never in such bad condition 
as this one is. The roads are wearing 
out more rapidly than they ever have 
and I believe this is one of the worst 
places on our highways. I hope that 
this appropriation will be made. 
am well aware that there is a new 
factor to be reckoned with in wear- 
ing out highways but if the auto wears 
out the roads, it pays liberally for it. 
Probably if growth continues, taxes 
on autos will pay for all needed extra 
appropriations needed by the increas- 
ed wear. We might well follow the 
precedent already established on 
special appropriations and I sincerely 
hope that we will appropriate money 
to repair this particular place. It is 
the worst piece of road in Andover, 
and that is saying a lot.” 

Mr. Poor. “I wish it were possible 
to place the increased cost of repair 
on highways on the people who make 
it so imnerative. I suppose it is not, 
but I call attention to the fact that it 
will be many more years before taxes 
on autos will pay for this $2,000 ap- 
propriation,” : 

r. Cole, “I call your attention to 
the fact that the taxes on autos this 
very year was nearly $1,200 if I am 
informed correctly. The average re- 
turn is about $35 to $40 apiece, and 
you can figure out whether it will 
pay or not to have them in use.

Two Interesting Incidents 


As was suggested in this column 
last week, the expected happened in 
the election of a Highway Surveyor 
last Monday, and Mr. Gould will hold 
that position for another year, In 
connection with the services to be 
rendered by that official during the 
coming ytar, it may be well to have 
two incidents of the town meeting 
impressed forcibly a is the public 
who are responsible for Mr. Gould’s 
re-election. The first is the promise 
to build from 3,000 to sigan feet of 
macadamized road on Salem street, 
for the appropriation of $2,000, We 
trust that the public will keep this 
very clearly in mind because it will 
be one of the most marvelous feats 
that has ever been performe,d if this 
amount of highway shall be properly 
constructed for any such sum as has 
been appropriated. 

The second incident is the state- 
ment made by Mr. Gould in the open 
Town Meeting. that he did not know 
of any bound existing in connection 
with the lay-out of the new highway 
on Andover Hill. To quote his words 
he had “never seen any bound, and 
no stake or stone had ever been placed 
showing the bounds.” Inasmuch as 
the plan under which this road was 
supposed to be constructed was pre- 
pared by the acknowledged leader in 
landscape architecture in the United 
States, and inasmuch as the plan 
stated very definitely the width and 
location, and general lay-out, includ- 
ine the sidewalk, the natural query 
arises as to just what directions were 
followed by the eminent Highway 
Surveyor of Andover who apparently 
lays down the principle that to estab- 
lish a bound of a highway, stakes and 
stones must be placed as regular fixed 
markers, i 

It was useless to attempt to debate 
either proposition in the open meet- 
ing where one side exhibited such 
ignorance as that which has been the 
laughing stock of the town ever since 
the exhibition was made, 


Not Creditable to the Town 

The town doesn’t stand in a very 
good light in connection with the 
new appropriation for a sidewalk on 
Andover Hill, The official records, 
the recollections of every intelligent 
citizen who had any interest what- 
ever in the improvements a year ago, 
the positive information conveyed by 
plans and deeds and votes, all go to 
show that it is a most unfair advan- 
tage that has been taken of the 


trustees of Phillips Academy in thé) 


present layout of a sidewalk in that 
locality. That they are willing to 
come in now under the betterment 
act, and stand for added expense in 
this further improvement, shows a 
forgiving spirit and a. spirit of co- 
operation that should be Bignly ap- 
sreciated by the citizens at large. 
This attitude of theirs, however, does 
not in the least take away from the 
cheap view of a large public question 
that was manifested at the Town 
Meeting when the Highway Surveyor 
demanded that the hill should pay 
‘Just as much as anybody else for a 
sidewalk.” 

The hill had already paid for a 
sidewalk under plans as recorded and 
vote passed, on land covered by 
deeds passing between Andover and 
Phillips Academy, and the town 
should. be ashamed of itself for al- 
lowing any spirit to manifest itself 
openly in connection with this affair. 
It would have been much more 
creditable for the town to have said 
not “that the Academy should pay as 
much as anybody else,” but that “the 
Academy should not be treated un- 
fairly any more than anyother tax- 
payer.” It would be safe to wager a 
cookie now that there will be an in- 
completed job on Andover Hill after 
the present year’s appropriation is 
expended. If there isn’t, there will 
be another wonder added to the 
world’s historic séven. 


The friends of Dr. Conroy are 
much pleased at his election to the 
School Board, and it is a matter for 
1 deal of satisfaction that his elec- 
tion came about without any friction 
such as so often attends School 
Board controversies. From a long 
acquaintance with Dr. Conroy, and 
a knowledge of some of the many 
difficulties that he hag surmounted in 
reaching his present professional po- 
sition in Andover, the writer feels 
that the town will not regret naming 
him as a member of the School 
Board. His long, practical experi- 
ence with the hard knocks of life will 
make him a valuable man, irrespect- 
ive of any professional training that 
may make his counsel of value along 
those lines. We look for some most 
efficient service from him in his new 
position. 


The run for Highway Surveyor 
made by Mr. Chambers was’ really 
remarkable when one considers the 
short residence of that gentleman in 
Andover, and how few of the voters 
had any versonal acquaintance with 
him, There is little question but that 
longer residence and wider acquaint- 
ance would have made him a very 
formidable candidate, for Mr. Cham- 
bers has more than the ordinary 
training for the position he sought. 
His father was one of the most 
prominent contractors in Lawrence 
during a lifetime. His son  ac- 
quired a large amount of experience 
along the same lines. He knows the 
“problem of dirt,” and its uses and 
abuses, probably as well as, if not 
better than, any man who has occu- 
pied the position of Highway Sur- 
veyor for many years, and some day 
there is little doubt but that Mr. 
Chambers will prove a strong man 
at the polls for the position he sought 
at last Monday’s election.

. Secretary Ballinger’s Retirement 


No one will read President Taft’s 
comments in connection with the re- 
tirement of Secretary Ballinger with- 
out having a higher regard. for the 
President. It is more than loyal 
“standing by a friend.”- It has much 
more significance than any endorse- 
ment of the personal character of 
Mr. Ballinger by the head of the 
great service from which he retires. 
Written as a friend, it very truly is 
the endorsement of a friend, but in 
the words of censure for the kind of 
campaign that has been carried on 
in the unceasing persecution of Mr. 
Ballinger during his entire term in 
the President’s cabinet, it shows a 
side of the President, marking 
loyalty, fearlessness, love of right 
and fair play that is most welcome. 

Nothing that Secretary Ballinger 
can’ do will completely answer the 
vile and tnwarranted attacks: to 
which he has been subjected in the 
past two-years, but anyone who de- 
lights in having both sides of the 
question presented to the people will 
welcome his determination that he 
will see to it that those who have so 
bitterly maligned him, answer for 
their attacks, It is probable that*he 
was not a good choice for the posi- 
tion he occupied, but those who know 
him well agree that the reason why 
he may have been not the very best 
possible selection, has nothing to do 
with his personal qualities or his 
upright character and integrity, yet 
with this so, he has not been able to 
escape the most malicious charges, 
carried to the greatest lengths that 
iny public man has suffered during 
the past decade. 

We don’t wonder he wishes to re- 
tire to private life, but he will cer- 
pti, & hand down to his posterity 
one high mark of praise in the form 
of the final words that mark the 
artiny between him and the Presi- 
dent of the United States as he closed 
his official life. Who is to be the 
next victim of magazine muck-raking?

A young man by the name of Rus- 
sell A. Wood of Cambridge has

‘| dinary calls for the $1,000 that has al- 


ready been appropriated for side- 
walks?” 


Supt. Gould. “Our concrete walks 
are in a very poor condition and many 
need resurfacing, where they cover 
so much as they do on Main street, 
a dollar doesn’t go a great way. This 
sidewalk is 3 yards wide and at 40 
cents a yard, this counts up pretty 
fast. Why I ask for so much this 
year is on account of sidewalk re- 
surfacing in many parts of the town.” 

Mr. Cole. “Will there be some of 
this amount available for this work 
suggested by Mr. Sawyer?” 


Supt. Gould. “I don’t know.” 


Mr. Poor. “I hope none of our 
regular: appropriations will be per- 
verted to this purpose, I am heartily 
in favor of Mr. Sawyer’s request if he 
makes his motion conditional that in 
addition to $550 by the town, the 
trustees shall appropriate such other 
additional sum as shall be necessary 
for the construction of this sidewalk.” 

Mr, Eames. “I would move that 
the vote whereby we appropriated 
$1,000 for sidewalks, $250 be spent 
under the betterment act, be recon- 
sidered. Then I will move that the 
sum of $1,500 be appropriated for 
sidewalks, $750 to be used under the 
betterment act.” ; 

Supt. Gould. “I would like to ask 
if they consider $825 sufficient to 
build the sidewalk. and grade from 
sidewalk to street and how far back 
the prade would have to be removed. 
It costs money to build a sidewalk 
over 1800 feet, and $825 won't build 
the sidewalk and do the grading. It 
will build the sidewalk but won’t do 
much grading.” 

Mr. Sawyer. “My figures. were 
based on Mr. Gould’s own state- 
ment.” 

Supt. Gould. “There is consider- 
able grading there, and I didn’t un- 
derstand that before, If it runs back 
20 feet, it makes quite an item. 
don’t see why Phillips Academy 
shouldn’t pay as much as anybody 
else for a sidewalk.” 

Mr. Sawyer, “There is no cause 
to run back 20 feet.” 

Mr. Eames. “The sidewalks would 
be on town land and we ought to be 
able to tell where it runs.” 

Supt. Gould. “I don’t knowhow 
much the. town deeded to the Trus- 
tees of Phillips Academy, I never 
saw any bounds there; never saw 
any stake or stone showing any 
bounds at all on the job.” 

Mr. Cole. . “Do I understand the 
Highway Surveyor to say that he laid 
out this piece of highway, without 
knowing the bounds? 

Supt. Gould, “I never knew what 
the town voted for last year and 
don’t think anybody else did. I don’t 
think Mr. Cole knew himself.” 

Mr. Cole. “The sidewalk is part 
of a street always, and I don’t think 
there is the least question that these 
plans were shown here at the last 
Town Meeting, and it was made very 
clear just what the bounds were.”

“The definite plan referred to in 
this vote was carefully prepared by 
Olmstead Bros. of Boston, was in- 
spected thoroughly by the Selectmen 
of the town, and given their hearty 
aoproval. It was on exhibition in 
this hall during the town meeting, and 
was available for any who cared to 
examine it. On this plan the definite 


location of the proposed changes “ac- |’ 


cording to the plan shown”, the Trus- 
tees, and I think I may fairly say the 
voters of the town, also, very natur- 
ally assumed that the building of the 
sidewalk was included in this vote. 
The necessary approval of the State

I assume that they 
would be ready to contribute to this 
expense in the same proportion in 
which they contributed last year to 
the origina! proposition.”
